Dear Supervoter: The Log Cabin Republicans, a group who 
represents gay Republicans, has withdrawn their 
endorsement for the reelection of President George Bush (R) 
because this year, President Bush (R) called upon Congress 
to pass a constitutional amendment to ban same-sex 
marriage and the 2004 RNC platform supports removing all 
| legal rights of GLBTpersons. 

The following are the parts of the two national platforms that 
I refer to gay civil rights. To read the entire platform for each of 
I these national parties go directly to the website for the 
] Republican National Committee (RNC) and the website for 
the Democratic National Committee (DNC). 

From the National Democratic Platform: 

1. We support full inclusion of gay and lesbian families in the 
life of our nation and, seek equal responsibilities, benefits, and 
I protections for these families. 

12. In our country, marriage has been defined at the state level 
I for 200 years, and we believe it should continue to be defined 
I there. We repudiate President Bush’s divisive effort to 
1 politicize the Constitution by pursuing a “Federal Marriage 
Amendment.” Our goal is to bring Americans together, not 
drive them apart. 

3. We will enact the bipartisan legislation barring workplace 
discrimination based on sexual orientation. 

4. We are committed to equal treatment of all service 
1 members and believe all patriotic Americans should be 
I allowed to serve our country without discrimination, 
1 persecution, or violence. 

From the National Republican Platform: 

1. We support the traditional definition of "marriage” as the 
legal union of one man and one woman, and we believe that 
federal judges and bureaucrats should not force states to 
recognizeotherlivingarrangementsas marriages. 

2. We rely on the home, as did the founders of the American 
Republic, to instill the virtues that sustain democracy itself. 
That belief led Congress to enact the Defense of Marriage Act, 
which a Republican Department of Justice will energetically 
defend in the courts, 

3. For the same reason, we do not believe sexual preference 
I should be given special legal protection or standing in law.

RAGS TO RICHES 
JAKE THE FIRST STEP

Dear Denise, My partner and I have been together for a number 
of years. Like most people, we want to be doing the best for 
ourselves from a financial standpoint including taxes, estate 
planning and life insurance. Guidance in these areas would be 
helpful forour reassurance. Signed, On Top Of Things 
Dear On Top, Census reports show there are 3 to 5 million "non- 
traditional families" in the US. Problems face gay couples that 
plan their finances together as well as some surprising 
advantages. Federal income taxes are typically higher. 
Retirement planning is more complex for unmarried couples. 
Plans funded by employer dollars may limit beneficiary 
designations only to a legal spouse. If they are annuitized over 
the beneficiary's life starting within one year of the death, they 
must be included in taxable income within five years of the death. 
The distribution can take place when the survivor is still working, 
which may mean a much higher tax burden. Social Security 
spousal benefits are not available to same-sex couples. This 
forces each of us to accumulate more money to ensure a 
comfortable retirement. 

Estate planning poses another problem with no marital 
deduction available; taxes are imposed on the balance of any 
estate above $650,000. So, even if you are successful in saving 
the extra money to fund your retirement, there may still be a 
shortfall if one dies and the other must pay taxes on the balance of 
the inheritance above $650,000. Without a will, the surviving 
partner does not automatically have a share in the estate at all. 

Life insurance is available to create an estate for the survivors; 
however, you may have to prove an insurable interest when 
purchasing insurance on someone who is not a legal family 
member. You may still want to protect your minor children or 
incapacitated adults. It becomes extremely important to clarify the 
client's intentforthe type of guardianship. 

Disability insurance and a durable power of attorney and a 
durable power for health care are critical in having some ability 
regardingthe care and financesof the disabled person. 

I have touched on some of the frustrating issues, but what about 
the positives? You can own a vacation home, a cabin cruiser and 
a personal residence and receive tax deductions for the interest 
on all three loans. If one is able to file as Head of Household, they 
may be in two different tax brackets. It may be possible to shift 
deductionsand create "legal" additional tax advantages. 

Clearly, the complexity of planning for the non-traditional family 
requires a great deal of thought. With a comprehensive financial 
plan and professional tax and legal advice, non-traditional 
couples can work toward achieving their financial goals.

PA-GALA has registered hundreds of new voters this year. These voters were not 
counted by the polls. 

Meanwhile three young Latino women came to the house of a PA-GALA 
boardmemberlast week... they offered to register them to vote. The PA-GALA people 
told them they worked for a Gay organization registering people to vote. They were very 
happy and congratulated PA-GALA on doing its part...then they told stated they had 
REGISTERED 80 PEOPLE TO VOTE THAT DAY, and it was only early afternool.They 
were from a non-partisan voter registration group, but it seemed clear that the vast % of 
people they had registered were not in favor of the current administration.

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I CAY PARENTTWiTH KIDS OR KIDS WITH CAY PARENTS 

Depending on which way you look at it, you can see there are 
two quite different subsets of individuals in our GLBT 
| community. The same-sex parents who have children and the 
children who have a set of same-sex parents.

That situation can be 
reduced to two words- gay parents. The parents may be 
concerned with how their relationship will affect the children's 
relationship with peers, teachers, neighbors and even 
strangers.

The amount of worrying 
I depends upon individual personalities. The degree to which the 
worries become real issues depends upon the personalities and 
prejudicesof others, laws, and existing support systems.

Children can also be amazingly accepting, often far more so 
than adults. Some teachers can sense when a child needs 
special attention, others can be very ignorant of that need.

| violent. These circumstances can lead to a variety of 
responses, ranging from uncertainty to a false sense of security. 
Experience becomes a main source of education. Even better, 
the sharing of experiences among families in similar situations 
provides an invaluable source of support.

LV HOSPITAL Ru Pat/ucia SulUocut 
REFUSES TO CHANGE r 

The largest employer in the Lehigh Valley, Lehigh 
Valley Hospital (LVH), has decided not to add 
“sexual orientation and gender identity" to its 
employment non-discrimination policy. We were 
told that when Allentown lost its case in the lower 
court, the hospital felt adding the protections to their own policy was 
unnecessary. The fact is that even though the lower court ruled 
against the City of Allentown, the case is on appeal and the city’s 
anti-discrimination law provisions are in effect throughout the 
appeal process all the way to the Supreme Court. LVH has decided 
to retain a policy which states that LVH will comply with all Federal, 
State and Local government regulations with regard to the 
hospital’s non-discriminationpolicy. 

In our view, this policy labels LVH as a corporation that carefully 
reserves the right to discriminate against anyone not explicitly 
protected by law, rather than implement a socially just and 
compassionate policy toward all its patients and employees in its 
facilities throughout the valley. Administrators at LVH insist that 
although they do not put it in writing, they do not discriminate on the 
basis of those issues. So, why not include sexual orientation and 
gender identity in the policy? Answer: The administration has 
chosen not to. And although the exact reason for choosing not to 
include sexual orientation and gender identity may never be clear, 
the impact of their decision is: LVH does not have a policy that 
protects either its patients or its employees from discrimination 
based on sexual orientation and gender identity. 

For several years employees and members of the GLBT 
community have asked the Administrative of LVH to make their 
policy more inclusive. Following my admission and treatment at 
LVH this past spring, Liz and I completed an extensive feedback 
form on the services and care I had received at LVH. We completed 
the form and added a personal letter explaining how LVH’s failure to 
publicly post an anti-discrimination policy, affected our experience 
at LVH. We offered suggestions to make LVH more consumer 
friendly to our community and noted that we could be contacted to 
discuss the matter further. The only follow-up we received from LVH 
was a letter asking for a financial donation to the hospital. 

GLBT employees and patients will most likely never complain to 
the administration about disparate treatment because the policy 
offers no protection. A policy that fails to state that discrimination 
against sexual orientation and gender identity in employment and 
services will not be tolerated, does not instruct LVH administrators 
and staff not to discriminate against GLBT people. How do these 
employees know they are not to discriminate? They don’t and 
some do. 

It is clear that LVH has no intention of ever supporting the rights of 
GLBT people unless they are forced to do so by law. That 
demonstrates how important the law and the courts are. Those who 
want to retain the right to discriminate malign the courts with the cry 
“activist judges,"then attempt to legislate to reduce the power of the 
courts. Minorities can never rely on big business to do the right thing 
on its own. It is the law and the courts that protect the minority from 
discrimination.That is why voting for the people who make the laws 
is so important.
